The Board of Education m et in regular 
session last night in the City H all, Pres­ 
ident A. E . Pomeroy in the chair and a 
full board present. 
A communication was received from 
Mrs. M. F. Ritchie, of Florence, stating 
th a t an she lived outside the city limite 
she was obliged to pay echool fees for 
her daughter who attended the High 
8chool. 
U nfortunately, in her present 
circumstances she was unable to pay 
these, and she requested the board to 
allow her daughter to attend free. Mr. 
Woodbury euggcsted that the m atter be 
referred to the Committee on Teacbere, 
but Mr. W haling objected, and moved 
that the request be granted. 
Mr. Ellis 
said that it was a m atter that should be 
investigated before being acted upon, and 
be moved that Mr. Woodbury’s sugges­ 
tion be carried into effect. 
Carried. 
Tbe petition of J. W. Fox et al. for a 
school house on tbe West Bide, in the 
vicinity of the Highland Dairy, was re­ 
ferred to the Sites Committee. The ap­ 
plication of R. Moulton, S. Owens, and 
E . M. Snyder for positions as janitors, 
were referred to the Committee on Jan i­ 
tors. 
A communication was received 
from the 
City 
Oierk regarding tbe 
running of the elevator after 5 o’clock in 
the evenings, and after some debate it 
was referred to a special committee com­ 
posed of Ellis, Powers and Woodbury. 
An offer from the First Methodist church 
to rent the Grant-street chapel for school 
purposes at $15 per m onth, was referred 
to the >Sites Committee. A communica­ 
tion was received from the State Lotto 
and Trust Company and referred to the 
Finance Committee. 
Health Officer McGowan’s communi- 
catirn regarding 
the 
vaccination of 
school children was, jdter some discus­ 
sion, referred to Superintendent Friesner. 
The petition of tbe residents of the south­ 
western part of the Firet ward, for a 
echool house iu their district was referred 
to the Building Committee. Mrs. C. B. 
Hickey’s offer to reut a lot adjoining the 
Hanna school building as a play-ground 
at $10 per month was referred to the 
Sites Committee. E . Moat, of No. 7 N. 
Fort f-treet, offered to eell seventy deeke 
at $2 50 each; the mAtter was referred to 
the Supplies Committee with power to 
act. The usual num ber of bills were ap- 
prqycd, Mr. W haling as usual voting 
agflnst them. 
fsnpeiintendent Friesner reported that 
the enrollment for the first week after 
the opening of the schools numbered 
6,353, as compared with 6,141 for tbe first 
month last year. 
Mr. M cIntosh, of the Repairs Commit­ 
tee, reported th at Chief Janitor Henry 
had notified him that it was absolutely 
necessary that the plumbing at the Cas- 
telar street school should be renovated, 
and an investigation showed th at the 
probable expense uttacbed to these re­ 
pairs would be about $300. 
In spit© of 
Mr. W haling’s opposition Mr. Henry was 
allowed to addresB the board on the ques­ 
tion, and be explained that the Health 
Officer had condemned 
the present 
plumbing arrangem ents at that school. 
On motion of Mr. Ellis the m atter was 
referred to the Building Committee with 
power to act, Mr. W haling declining to 
vote. 
Mr. Ellis called upon the Building 
Committee to report upon the m atter of 
the Pine street school on behalf of his 
constituent*. 
Mr. McIntosh said that he 
intended to bring up that m atter under 
the head of new business, and pending 
the im provements he was confident that 
tbe committee could secure rooms close 
by for the accomodation of the scholars. 
Mr. Powers, of tbe Committee on Sup­ 
plies, reported that in the mAtter of the 
bids for the supply of coal, but one re­ 
sponse had been had to the advertise- 
m eats. The committee thought the bid 
a very fair one and was disposed to ac­ 
cept it, but as he had just learned that 
there were parties willing to put in 
cheaper bids, he was in favor of rejecting 
the one now in and re-advertising for 
bids. Governor Gosper followed in sup­ 
port of this suggestion and on his motion 
the Clerk was authorized to reject the 
bid and advertise anew. 
Mr. ElliB, of the Committee on Cre­ 
dentials, recommended the election as 
teachers of M íh b b s Susie A . Vaughan and 
May L. Pinkham , Mesdames E . M. 
Winston and L. P. Wilson, and the ac­ 
ceptance of the resignation of Mrs. C. 
A. Burr with regrets. Carried. 
On the recommendation of Mr. Wood­ 
bury, of the Committee on Classifica­ 
tions, the following appointments were 
made: 
Miss S. A. Vaughan to Spring- 
street school, Miss May L. Pinkham , to 
Breed-street school, Mrs. E. M. Win&ton 
to Sand-street school, and Mrs. L. P. 
Wilson to the Kindergarten school. Mírs 
M. H . Wooster was transferred to the 
High school, and Miss C. C. Vivian was 
granted leave of absence for one month. 
M r. Woodbury, of the spscial Commit­ 
tee on Telephones, reported that the 
company had offered to furnish twenty 
at a rental of $4 per month, and that 
they could be put up at a cost of $10 per 
instrum ent. Tney would be connected 
with the Superintendent’s office by a 
aw itch-board, which would cost $25, and 
thuB they would be entirely private, 
though they could be switched to tbe 
general system from the Superintendent’s 
office when necessary. Such an arrange­ 
ment would be an immense advantage to 
Lhe board, Superintendent and the prin­ 
cipals, and would undoubtedly repay the 
cost by the amount of labor and time 
saved. 
Mr. Ellis thought the proposition a 
good one, and moved the acceptance of 
th e report. 
Mr. Whaling said he was always in 
favor of labor-saving machinery» but he 
most strenuously objected to any such 
proposition as the one jnst made. 
In 
his opinion it was the duty of the Super­ 
intendent of Schools to visit personally 
each one under his supervision at least 
once a m onth. 
He believed th at a con­ 
scientious Superintendent would not wish 
to transact all his business in his office 
ohair, but that he would endeavor to in 
spire his teachers with that enthusiasm 
which ought to be shown. 
He wee con­ 


vinced th at it was an injudioious policy 
to encourage laziness. 
Mr. Woodbury 
retorted th a t the committee did not ex­ 
pect that the Superintendent would visit 
the schools by telephone. 
On the m atter being put to the vote, 
Mr. Whaling 
voted 
negatively 
and 
Messrs. Frew and M cIntosh declined to 
vote either way, whereupon Mr. Powers 
gave notice of reconsideration, and the 
matter went over until the next meeting. 
Superintendent Friesner reported that 
thirty-nine rooms were necessary to en­ 
sure a full day’s school to the children 
now attending. These were divided as 
follows: H eilman street district, 3; Grit 
fin avenue, 1; Breed Btreet, 4; Rail­ 
road street, 
1; 
Amelia 
street, 2; 
Garey eiredt, 1; Seventh street, 3; 
Castelar street, 4; Temple street, 5; 
Sand street, 4; Pearl Btreet, 1; Spring 
street, 6; Eighth street, 1; Pine street, 
2; and Brooklyn street, 1. The report 
was received and filed. Mr. Ellis, how­ 
ever, thought th at it should have been 
referred to the Building Committee for 
action instead of being filed, and Mr. 
Whaling thought so too. 
After some dis­ 
cussion, Mr. Powers substituted th a t the 
Building Committee be instructed to 
procure the necessary buildings as rec­ 
ommended by the Superintendent in 
the report just filed, and this motion was 
carried. 
Mr. McIntosh, of the Committee ou 
Supplies, opposed the report of the ma­ 
jority, as made at the last meeting on the 
nchool dosk bids. He thought it was due 
to his constituents to reject them , and it 
was better for the children to do with 
only one-half day’s school than to pay 
double for desks. 
He moved th a t the 
bids be rejected and that new advertise­ 
ments be published for thirty days. 
M r.' W haling oecujuiieu the motion. 
He said th at there were two reports, one 
of the majority and the other of the mi­ 
nority. 
For the reasons he had given he 
opposed the majority report, and he saw 
no reason why the minority report should 
not be accepted. He reiterated his re­ 
marks made at the last meeting abont 
the rem arks of the agent in relation to 
the desks he had furnished the previous 
year. 
Mr. Powers, of the 8upply Committee, 
said th at an investigation had been made 
bb to the prices, and he was unable to 
find th at any attem pt had been m ade to 
swindle the city, as the papers had said. 
In fact the committee found th at Los An­ 
geles was more favored than any city in 
California in the m atter of prices. 
He 
recommended the adoption of the desk, 
which was the best ever offered to the 
board. 
He said he had telegraphed East 
to ascertain prices, and a&ked th a t the 
agent be allowed to address the board. 
Mr. Welsh, of Bancroft & Co., of 8an 
Francisco, said he had never sold deska 
here before, aud the prices, compared 
with those asked in San Francisco, were 
the same. 
H e would give a written 
guarantee with the deeks for fifteen 
years. 
Mr. 
Hum phrey, of 
the 
Bancroft 
Brothere Company, said he was present 
in the interests of A. H. Andrews & 
Company, of Chicago. 
He would like to 
make a guarantee on freights, as his 
opponent had suggested. 
Mr. Ellis thought the 
question of 
freight ought not to figure at all, ae the 
bids put in were for the desks on cars at 
the factory. 
Mr. Whaling said that it appeared to 
him that if the figures were true the city 
could not afford to pay $4 for desks that 
could be bought for $3. 
In his opinion 
it was apparent that Bancroft was trying 
to impose upon the board by selling a 
detk last spring at $4, for which he now 
asked $4.30. 
This did not show good 
faith. 
He 
thought 
it 
was 
the 
duty 
of 
the 
Board 
to 
reject 
all bids, and he hoped it would be done. 
He noticed that there was an effort to 
shove the thing through, and it was evi­ 
dently not straight. 
Mr. Ellis said that bids were adver­ 
tised for and received. The prices were 
tbe same, and the only question was as 
to which was the best desk. The ma­ 
jority of the committee had reported as 
to the beB t deBk, and he thought this re­ 
port should be adopted. 
Mr. Pomeroy said he was satisfied 
from representations made by competing 
firms th at a large amount could be saved 
by rejecting all bids and re-advertising. 
The vote on the adoption of the major­ 
ity report w as: A yes: Ellis, Gosper, 
Powers and Woodbury. 
Noes: Cox, 
McIntosh, Frew, W haling and Pomeroy. 
The Chair declared the motion to adopt 
lost. 
The minority report was rejected by 
a unanimous vote. 
Mr. Powers moved that the Clerk be 
instructed to re-advertise for bids for ten 
days, the desks to be delivered in Loa 
Angeles in good ordar. 
Mr. M cIntosh asked that th e bids be 
advertised 
for twenty days, for the 
reason that other bidders would be shut 
out if the advertisement was to run but 
ten days. 
Mr. Powers wanted the m atter put 
through at the next meeting. 
Mr. Gosper suggested fifteen days, and 
Mr. Powers am ended to advertise until 
the 21st, and the motion was carried.

BIDS FOB THB BUILDINGS ASKED 


A Number o f Ordinances R elating to 
Street Im provem ents Adopted. 
Other Business. 


The City Council m et yesterday morn­ 
ing, President Frankenfield in the chair 
and 
Councilmen Brown, 
Wirsching, 
Hamilton, Bhafer, Van Dusen, Summer- 
land and McLain present. 
The City Auditor reported as to the 
am ounts in the various funds. Referred 
to the Finance Committee, as also were 
the reports of the Chief of Police on the 
collection of delinquent licenses; the report 
of the City Tax Collector on the collec­ 
tion of iicsm es; the report of the City 
Clerk on the issuance of licenses in Sep­ 
tember ; the report of City Justice Austin 
on the collection of fees; the report of Po­ 
lice Judge Owens for September, and the 
report of Police Judge Stanton. 
The Street Superintendent atked that 
an ordinance relating to the collection of 
garbage be drawn. On motion of Mr. 
Bhafer the City Attorney was instructed 
to draft an ordinance as required. 
The City Attorney reported that in his 
opinion the Santa Fe Railroad Company 
was not liable for the erection of wings 
to protect the bridges. Received and 
filed. 
The City Attorney asked for a week’s 
further time in which to report upon the 
m atter of the regrading of Temple street. 
Granted. 
An ordinance am ending the fire ordi­ 
nance, as recommended by the Fire 
Commission, was 
read and ordered 
printed. 
Mr. Shafer moved th a t the Building 
Superintendent be requested to issue no 
perm its to construct wooden buildings 
w ithin the limits of District No. l,a s pro­ 
posed by the ordinance. Carried. 
An ordinance requiring contractors for 
street grading to sign agreements to com­ 
plete the work within a certain tim e, was 
read and adopted. 
A lease from the city to D. F. Donegan 
of Reservoir No. 7, for $125 per year, was 
read. No one desired to act on the m at­ 
ter and it was dropped. 
The report of the joint committee of the 
Council and Board of Education on the 
selection of school sites, a6 published in 
tne H e r a l d , was read. 
The sub-committee on the selection of 
sites recommended th a t th e City Clerk 
readvertise for proposals of all the school 
Bites.

Ai Im portant Ruling by Secretary 
Noble Affecting Mexican 
Land Grants.

7 .—Secretary 
Noble today rendered an im portant d«' 
ciaion in the case of Samuel R. Childs 
▼s. the Southern Pacific R ailroad Com­ 
pany. Childs applied to m ake a home 
atead entry which was rejected by the 
local officers at the Los Angeles Land 
District in California, on th e grounds 
that the tract was w ithin th e primary 
limits 
of 
the grant to th e railroad 
company of July 27, 1866. The came case 
before the Secretary on appeal from a de­ 
cision by the Commissioner of the Gen­ 
eral Land Office, which affirmed the 
action of the local office in rejecting the 
application, upon th e ground that the 
tract was embraced, at the date when the 
company’s rights were attached under 
its grant, within the exterior boundaries, 
or claimed limits, of certain Mexican pri­ 
vate land grants, known as San Jacinto 
Viejo and San Jacinto Nuevo ranchos, 
and being upon the final survey and 
definite location of said grants subse­ 
quently made, excluded from the limits 
thereof and thereby restored to the pub­ 
lic domain, and was therefore subject to 
homestead entry at the date when ap­ 
pellant’s application to enter the same 
was made. 
The Secretary in his decision today 
holds 
th at tne grants nam ed were 
“ floats” embraced within th e outside 
limits of a large area, and if such larger 
area lies within the limits of said land 
E 
ant made in aid of the railroad, such 
ud grant would take effect, except as 
to the quantity of land or “ float” actu­ 
ally granted in the Mexican grant, and 
ii that quantity, lying together was left 
to satisfy the Mexican grant, th e railroad 
company would be entitled to patents for 
the odd sections of the rem ainder. The 
action of the General Land Office is 
therefore affirmed. 
H is decision follows that of the Su­ 
prem e Court in the case of the United 
States vs. McLaughlin, rendered May 
.14, 1888, and practically overrules all 
previous decisions of the Interior Depart­ 
m ent in similar cases.

of the agricultural interests — wheat, 
corn, cotton, etc. 
The H e r a l d has re­ 
peatedly shown the intimate relations 
between agricultural products and bi­ 
metallism. 
The circular which lies be­ 
fore ns as we write fails to point out the 
m anner of 
selecting 
the delegatee, 
and we presume any gentleman who 
felt sufficient interest in the subject 
to go on to St. Louis would be accorded a 
ready hearing if he had anything to say 
which would interest the country. 
Los 
Angeles ought by all means to be repre­ 
sented in this Convention, and the 
Cham ber of Commerce of this city, 
which is doubtless warmly interested in 
the frdl coinage and remonetization of 
silver, wonld be the proper body to 
appoint the delegates. The circular, 
which is signed by E. A. Elliott, 
Chairman of the Press Committee, say s:

41 egates appropriately, but we recognize 
44 the fact that we will need all of the as- 
“ sislance we can secure to make the 
“ Convention th e success it should be.” 
Los Angeles is really the center of one of 
th e greatest silver mining districts in the 
U nited States. The extension of the 
C anon & Colorado Railway from Keeler 
to the Mojave, and the inevitable early 
extension of the Salt Lake Railway to 
this city, will dem onstrate this fact in 
a most rem arkable manner. I t will not 
be long before work on a large scale will 
be begun by the Messrs. John P. Jonas 
and D. 0 . Mills on the old Cerro Gordo 
mines, and Darwin and many other 
camps are notably rich. The free coin­ 
age and remonetization of silver would 
im part a trem endous stim ulus to silver 
production 
in 
this section, 
which, 
in 
conjunction 
with 
the 
deliv­ 
ery of 
cheap Alaska 
coal, 
would 
m ake Loe Angeles a great smelting 
center. Our people should on this ground 
alone take a great interest in anything 
which is calculated to restore this dis- 
prized metal to its old place in the circu­ 
lation of the world. It ought not to be 
difficult to induce a delegation of Ange- 
lefton to attend the St. Louis Convention, 
and we think we can promise Mr. Ellioit 
and his associates the hearty co-operation 
of Loe Angeles. 


and even in addressing a letter to 
a friend who is held in any sort of esti­ 
mation the term "Illustrious Señor” is 
frequently employed. This is a gracious 
feature of the Latin races, notably of 
those which are grouped nnder the 
Italian or Spanish branches of the grand 
old stock, and it is done on the principle 
that 
you can catch more flies with 
molas see than vinegar. 
The sensible 
portion of the American people will 
watch 
with great curiosity for some 
practical outcome of the Congress. That 
Mr. Blaine will make a courtly and ac­ 
ceptable President of that body can 
scarcely be doubted by those who know 
anything of the finesse and courtesy of 
the Secretary of State, but as long as the 
French, English and Germans can under­ 
sell the manufacturers of the United 
8tates they will prebably continue to con­ 
trol the markets of Central and South 
America. The American taxpayers, in­ 
stead of being nnduly excited by the 
polite speeches of the Spanish American 
press, are looking around anxiously for 
that era of prosperity and plenty which 
the adm inistration of Harrison was to 
inaugurate immediately, if not sooner. 
Until the gloom at least partially lifts 
from this country they cannot be excited 
to | great pitch of enthusiasm by the 
iridescent hues which are made to flash 
from South and Central American skies. 


T h e assessment for county road pur­ 
poses is quite heavy this year. 
It is 
greatly to be hoped that it will be judi­ 
ciously employed. The people would sub­ 
mit to great sacrifices to get some really 
good thoroughfares, such as the beauti­ 
ful Magnolia avenue, near Riverside. 
The H e r a l d last year called attention to 
the large outlays for roads laBt year, and 
the very little effective work which was 
done on them . This year the road fund 
has been increased fro m ten to th ir ty 
cents on the $100 of valuation, which will 
yield an enormous sum , viz., D early 
$300,000. That is probably ten tim es the 
am onnt spent on the superb Arlington 
drive. There will be little kicking, how­ 
ever, if we get our money’s worth in 
public convenience and beauty. 
But if 
we don’t, forty thousand mules, all kick­ 
ing synchronously, would not equal the 
recalcitrance of the taxpayer. 


T h e American people are very restive 
just now at the fact that the balance of 
trade is very markedly against as this 
year, and notably so daring the past 
week, when Augost Belmont shipped 
$5,000,000 in gold to the Rothschilds, a 
sum which was required, the report goes, 
for the Brazilian loan lately negotiated 
by th at house. 
No extraordinary ex­ 
planation is needed for the balance of 
trade being largely against us at present. 
Our people have been grossly extrava­ 
gant, and th e forty or fifty thousand 
Americans who have taken in the Paris 
Exposition 
this 
year 
have 
spent 
unnum bered m illions. From this source 
alone we are justified in assuming that 
nearly a hundred millions of dollars 
have fonnd their way abroad. There are 
lew Americans who go to Europe who do 
not spend a con pie of thousand dollars 
in the trip, and many of them spend 
from ten to tw enty thousand.

ing with American coin. The necessity 
of providing for the movement of the crops 
in the West and South has also aided in 
running the resources of the New York 
banks down to an unprecedented figure. 
It is lucky for the American people that 
these last are abundant and prices good. 
H ere will be found a ready resource for 
recuperation. 
The w heat crop of the 
world is short, and that of the United 
States very plethoric, this year. 
It has 
been no unusual thing for the balance 
of trade to be against the 
United 
States. 
Prior to the panic of 
18 7 3 
we were obliged to m eet the deficit 
with either coin or bonds. 
But that 
drastic experience introduced an era of 
saving which, with our enormous pro­ 
duction, turned th e current in our favor, 
enabling us to buy back oar bonds and 
m aterially augmenting our Coin reserves. 
For a period of thirteen or fourteen years 
the stream s e t. steadily onr way, and a 
little economy on the part ef the people 
will bring back this era of prosperity. 


The Plum ed Knight is getting a good 
deal of "taffy” from the press of South 
and Central America, which is being re­ 
produced with great industry by the As­ 
sociated Press in the U nited States. No 
doubt M r. Blaine is a gentlem an of great 
suavity and winning ways, and he has 
turned the pleasant side of his face to the 
delegates from the three Americas. But 
th e fact onght not to be forgotten that 
th e language of com plim ent is pe­ 
culiarly understood by th e descend­ 
an ts of the conqnistadoree. They never 
flay things in a half-hearted m anner. 


T h e circumstances look auspicious for 
the establishm ent of a sugar oeet factory 
in Los Angeles, aud the presence of Mr. 
Claus Spreckels himself may be Bhortly 
looked for in this city. 
In the Cahuenga 
alone the farmers have already set apart 
the territory, whose planting in beets 
will, under the Spreckels pledge, result 
in giving us one of these factories. The 
large percentage of saccharine m atter 
carried by our grapes is a guarantee that 
the beets will also be found rich in sugar. 
There is no reason why Los Angeles 
county, with her abundant yield of root 
crops of all kinds, should 
not only 
make all the sugar consumed by the peo 
pie resident here, but a large amount for 
export. 
The success of one factory will 
result in the establishm ent of half a 
dozen. 
It is pleasant to note the spirit 
of 
co-operation 
which is developing 
amongst our farm ers of late. 


I t w as hoped by the more sanguine 
tax-payers that the rate for State and 
County taxes wonld this year be kept 
down to the figures of a year ago, but it 
proves to be $1.50 in the city and $1.80 
onteide. This will m ake in the neigh­ 
borhood of a million and a half dollars 
which the tax-payers will be obliged to 
meet. The City rate is $1.10 this year, 
as against $1.50 last year. This shows 
improv v^ent in the city and a marked 
change for the worse in the county. 


I t m a k e s ns smile to Bee Republican 
papers deprecating w hat they term the 
blind partizanship of Democratic jour­ 
nals.

BEET SUGAR. 


The Outlook for Factories 
Here Improving. 


CLAUS 8PKBCKELS TO VISIT US. 


Tbe S o ca r 
Rintr 
Expected 
This 
W eek—Previous N egotiations. 
Tfie Prospects Good. 


A letter was received yesterday by the 
Secretary of the Cham ber of Commerce 
from Clane 8preckele, tbe sugar king, 
containing the announcement that he 
would pay this city a visit in the conree 
of this week, and would confer with mem­ 
bers of the chamber and others who were 
interested, about the establishm ent of a 
beet sugar factory in this vicinity. 
Mr. 
Spreckels does not set a definite day for 
his visit, but says that he will announce 
it by telegraph a day or two in advance. 
The importance of th is visit will be 
best understood by m aking something of 
* review of the negotiations in this mat­ 
ter which have been carried on in the 
past. W hen the Cham ber of Commerce 
was organized, just about a year ago, 
one 
of 
the 
first 
matters 
that 
was 
taken 
under 
discussion 
was 
th e possibility of 
inducing Spreckels 
or seme other capitalist to locate a sugar 
factory here. Clans 8peckela was at that 
tim e in W ashington, and the correspond­ 
ence on the matter in the course of the 
year that followed was for the moet part 
carried on with his son, J . D. Speckeis. 
I t was stated that the first requisite was 
th at at least 5,000 acres 
should be 
pledged by responsible producers in one 
vicinity, which should be planted to 
sugar beets to be sold under a contract 
extending over a period of years at a cer­ 
tain stated figure. 
It was also necessary 
that extensive tests should be made to 
establish the fact th at beets containing 
the requisite percentage of Baccharine 
m atter could be grown in this locality. 
A committee 
was forthwith put 
to 
work 
to canvass 
among 
the 
farm ers and learn what am ount of acreage 
could be depended upon. 
Seed was also 
sent for to make the desired experiments. 
W hile the canvass was in progress, witu 
the probability that the necessary num ­ 
ber of acres would be pledged, as the 
farmers seemed very favorably disposed 
toward the undertaking, word was re­ 
ceived from J. D. Spreckels that his 
father was somewhat alarmed at the at­ 
titude taken by Congress toward the 
product, and that he did not feel justified 
at th at time in making any extensions in 
his plant. The matter waB then dropped 
for several months. 
In the months of February M r.J. D. 
Sprecxels visited this city and was met 
and interviewed by a num ber of promi­ 
nent men connected w ith the Chamber 
of Commerce and the Board of Trade. 
He expressed himself of the belief that 
a satisfactory beet could be 
grown 
here and that a factory here would prove 
a success. 
He was, however, non-com­ 
mittal 
as 
to w hat would be done. 
Shortly after, at the request of the Secre­ 
tary of the Cham ber of Commerce, he 
sent down a quantity of the seed, which 
was distributed among the farmers of a 
number of different localities. 
He sent 
no instructions ae to how the seed were 
to be planted and the product cultivated, 
and when asked for the information, he 
said he thought best to have the ferm^re 
experim ent on their own hook, to see 
w hat they could do. 
The results were hardly as satisfactory 
as had been expected. 
A great many of 
the farmers failed to take any interest in 
the matter and did not even plant the 
seed. 
Others forgot that they had 
planted the seed and when atked about 
it confessed that tte y had plowed it up. 
Out of a large num ber to whom seed was 
given, not more than half a dozen made 
any returns. W hat samples were secured 
were assayed with results less favorable 
than had been hoped for. One reason 
for this, as was afterwards ascertained, 
was th at the samples were all immature 
and had been grown under unfavorable 
conditions. 
For satisfactory working the beets 
should contain 14 per cent, of saccharine 
matter. If the assay shows very little 
{ 
•resence of certain substances which 
mpede the work, beets having a per­ 
centage of 11 per cent, can be handled, 
but 14 is the desired figure, Those which 
were analysed showed saccharine matter 
all the way from 8 to 12 per cent. The 
best were from ex-Senator Cole's place 
in the Cahuenga district. 
Like the 
others, these samples were im mature, 
and it is believed that under more favor­ 
able conditionaa percentage much higher 
than that required by manufacturers 
would be obtained, Teste made of beets 
S 
own on the Nadeau place in 1880, when 
e land was new to cultivation, showed 
17 per cent, of saccharine. The product 
now used at the factory at Watsonville 
shows at times as high as 24 per cent., 
and there is every reason to believe that 
the same figure can be reached here. 
R ecent analysis of beets grown on the 
Ohino ranch showed 21>¿ per cent. 
It 
is the opinion of experienced cultivators 
th a t the product of this section will aver­ 
age from 17 to 24 per cent. 
8ince Claus Spreckels returned from 
Europe the Secretary of the Cham ber of 
Commerce has been in correspondence 
with him . The farm ers of the Cahuenga 
district, as has been stated in these col­ 
umns, have given the auestion of obtain­ 
ing the necessary num ber of acres a new 
consideration, and over 5,000 have been 
pledged. This would provide for one 
factory. In the coarse of the correspond­ 
ence 
Mr. 
Spreckels 
has 
informed 
himself 
as 
to 
the 
cost 
of 
fuel 
and the presence 
in 
this 
locality 
of the necessary quantity of limestone. 
The result of his investigation seems to 
have been satisfactory, and he now pro­ 
poses to visit this section and look the 
5 
round over with the probable resalt that 
efinite arrangements will be made in 
th e near future. 
It is said to be the intention of Claus 
Spreckels to start ten factories in the 
State. 
It is probable th at four or five of 
these will be in this vicinity if the requi­ 
site am ount of land can be obtained 
pledged to the production of the sugar 
beet. Supposing th at an average of 
thirty tons of beets be raised to the acre, 
assaying an average of 20 per cent, sac­ 
charine m atter, the producers will net 
about $100 to the acre. The lowest net 
receipts would be over $60 to the acre, 
and in some instances the returns are 
over $200. 
Besides the sum put into the 
erecting of the factory and chat paid to 
its employees, the farm ers of the district 
woold receive half a million of dollars 
annually for the prodnct which was used. 
A 
producer, the owner of 
one of thb ...0st ranches in th e conntv, 
said concerning the 
Spreckels visit: 
“ The situation is an interesting one, and 
everything depends upon the attitude 
taken by the farm ers. 
Unquestioned 
prosperity is already within their reach 
if they are wise enough to act reasonably 


and in unison. If they hold off and hesi­ 
tate too long about pledging a p a it of 
their lands to this product these factories 
will go elsew here; but if they exhibit 
the right spirit, not they themselves 
alone but the whole section will be im ­ 
mensely the gainer. 
The people of 
Cahuenga and around Anaheim are com­ 
ing forward in good style, and other 
localities should do the same. 
' While he is in the city, Mr. Speckeis 
will be the guest of the Cham ber of Com­ 
merce. 
He will be received by a com­ 
mittee of citizens and will be shown some 
of the advantages which a location of 
his factories near Loe Angeles would give 
him . 
He will also be supplied by com­ 
petent, well-informed business men with 
the inform ation which h e desires.

Transfers of real estate yesterday 
amounted to $75,071, and were 45 in 
number.
